The St. Viator Novitiate oc­ 
cupies 40 acres on the south 
half of the plot. St. Viator High 
School occupies 20 acres at the 
northwest corner. 
That leaves 20 acres east of 
the high school, at present un­ 
der cultivation with n u r s e r y 
stock. 
According to the Rev. Fran­ 
cis E. Williams, St. Viator High 
principal, the land will be held 
for future needs of the church.

An operating budget show­ 
ing an increase of a l m o s t 
$900,000 has been tentatively 
approved by the board of High 
School District 214. 
Expenditures for Arlington, 
Prospect, 
Forest

and

run an estimated $6,713,471, 
according to the budget for the 
fiscal year beginning Ju ly I.

‘Spanking Change 


The “child spanking” bill was 
amended in the State Senate 
last week to provide that 
it 
shall not affect the power of a 
local school board to establish 
rules with respect to discipline. 
State Representative Eugene F. 
Schlickman 
(R - Ar I i g t o n 
Heights) successfully fought for 
the change. 
The original bill (H. B. 691) 
provided that teachers in 
all 
m atters relating to discipline 
shall stand in the relation 
of 
parents to the pupils. Sponsors 
of H. B. 691 opposed any change 
to it on the 
ground 
that 
it 
simply put into the law a prin­ 


ciple already established by the 
courts. 
Schlickman contended, how­ 
ever, that the effect of the pro­ 
posed law would be to take from 
local school boards the authori­ 
ty they now have to regulate 
the exercise of discipline 
b y 
teachers. Also, the courts have 
said that the teacher discipline 
must be within raason, but the 
bill did not set out any such 
restrictions. 
With the amendment p r o ­ 
moted by Schlickman, l o c a l 
school boards will have the au­ 
thority to adopt rules and regu- 


i lations governing the use of dis­ 
cipline by teachers.

riage” according to Dupre and 
other Catholic writers is an in­ 
tertwining of the procreational 


aspects and the conjugal as­ 
pects. 
While arguing for self con­ 
trol, he states, “ the

arises whether in attempting to 
live by a code of moral hero­ 
ism for which they (the mar­ 
ried people) are not prepared, 
they are not sacrificing an es­ 
sential perfection to an acciden­ 
tal.” 
Thus, Dupre contends that 
for the best good of the fam­ 
ily, contraceptive devices at 
times may be admitted as a 
lesser of two evils. 


The liberal position in the 
Catholic Church tends to incor­ 
porate Dupre’s arguments but 
naturally goes farther and gen­ 
erally rejects the entire con­ 
demnation of contraceptives. 
The liberals of the Catholic 
Church, as do the Protestants, 
put emphasis on conjugal love 
— the I-Thou 
relationship 
of 
married people. 
RHYTH.M, IT IS argued, de­ 
stroys the psychological natural­ 
ness of intercourse which pro­ 
motes love and a worthwhile at­ 
mosphere for procreating chil­ 
dren. 
“ Contraception and Holiness, 
the Catholic Predicament” is a 
new book which contains Cath­ 
olic liberal thinking. 
The book was edited by Arch­ 
bishop Thomas D. Roberts, the 
former archbishop of Bombay, 
India. 
This book reviews the issue 
from the vantage of theology,

They 
are: 
—“ Urban Transportation: The 
Federal Role,” by George M.

Press); and 


—“ Urban Transportation and 
Public Policy,” by Lyle C. Fitch 
and Associates (Chandler). 
The urban 
transporta t i o n 
problem is a compound of wast­ 
ed time, land and energy. A 
complete 
overhaul 
of 
mass 
transportation theories is in or­ 
der. 


BOTH G EO RG E 
M. 
Smerk 
and Lyle C. Fitch agree on this. 
So they offer a new technique 
to answer the question: what 
kind 
of 
facilities 
are needed 
when 
a 
metropolitan 
center 
wants to solve its transportation 
dilemma? 
The technique is called cost- 
benefit analysis. Its essence is 
the weighing of all benefits of 
a facility or service against all 
costs. TTiis is done in order to 
arrive at a choice among con­ 
tending factors. 
But the technique gets com­ 
plicated. How, for example, do 
you weigh the benefits of 
a 
metropolitan center of a good 
transportation system’s 
contri­ 
bution to the life of its theater? 
And how do you judge the 
costs of aesthetic damage when 
an expressway cuts through the 
heart of a beautiful suburb? 
The planner must rely on a 
system of arbitrary point val­ 
ues since all benefits and costs 
cannot be measured by market 
prices. 


FITCH REPO RTS 
that 
the 
San Francisco Planning Com­ 
mission uses a point system 
which rates an elevated free­ 
way less than an underground 
freeway. It does so on the basis 
of aesthetics. But it must care­ 
fully consider the aesthetic sav­ 
ings in an underground freeway 
as compared to the construc­ 
tion cost savings in an elevated 
freeway. 
The cost - benefit analysis is 
not a perfect technique, but it 
does provide a reliable system 
of sorts. There are no more re­ 
liable systems. And cost-benefit 
permits aesthetics to be consid­ 
ered and weighed; most other 
planning systems do not. 
The authors also point out that 
mass transit is at a disadvan­ 
tage today because the federal 
government has failed to fully 


understand its importance. For 
example, the national highway 
program offers 90 cents of fed­ 
eral money for every dime of 
local money. With this kind of 
support for highways, who’s go­ 
ing to hold out for mass tran­ 
sit? 


There was a time when de­ 
centralization — proliferation of 
the suburban sprawl — seemed 
to be the answer to moving more 
people more rapidly. But the 
sprawl today has caught up with 
itself. Now the problem of effi­ 
cient 
transportation 
through 
suburbia is 
as 
important 
as 
transport through the central 
cities. 


THE AUTHORS seem to con­ 
clude 
that 
the 
transportation 
problem is so large that it can 
only be handled by a large gov­ 
ernment, the federal. 


Recent efforts by Sen. Clai­ 
borne Pell of Rhode Island and 
Sen. Harrison Williams of New 
Jersey, both Democrats, to shine 
the national spotlight on our 
transportation needs have been 
helpful. But these efforts have 
been too little, awfully late. 


Smerk calls for a new federal 
agency to solve the problem.

WHEN GOLFERS TACKLE the challenging Rolling G reen lay­ 
out Monday in Arlington Heights, they’ll be shooting for berths in 
the sport’s m ost successful charity event — the historic W estern 
Open cham pionship. 


The first place prize check m ay carry the nam e of Arnold 
P alm er, Jack Nicklaus, Tony Lerna, Juan (Chichi) Rodriquez, or 
som e other standout in golf’s gallery of stars, but everyone knows 
in advance that the real “ w inner” of the W estern Open is the 
E vans Scholars Foundation. 


Proceeds from the W estern at Tam O’Shanter in Niles, 111. the 
first four days in July will go to the W estern Golf Association's 
nationally-acclaim ed Evans Foundation, g o lfs favorite charity 
which has offered the opportunity of a college education to more 
than 1,600 form er caddies in the past 40 years. 
L ast year m ore than $35,000 was raised for this cause, en­ 
abling the WGA to increase its num ber of Evans Scholars now in 
school to a record 494. Each of 
these boys holds a four-year college 
scholarship covering full tuition and 
housing, and with average value in 
excess of $3,000. 
Chick Evans, veteran C h i c a g o 
am ateur golfer, is the father of the 
caddie scholarship program which 
began in 1930 under the adm inistra­ 
tion of the W estern Golf Associa­ 
tion. V a r i o u s golf organizations 
throughout the country sponsor such 
program s, and IO of these are af­ 
filiated in the Evans S c h o l a r s 
Foundation. 
Although we had some basic un­ 
derstanding on the Evans Scholars 
program , we still had some ques­ 
tions that needed to be answ ered. 
And the best place to find those answ ers was the W estern Golf 
Association. 


In order to be nominated for a scholarship, a candidate 
must rank in the upper 25 per cent of his high school gradu­ 
ating class, have caddied regularly for at least two years at 
a club which is a member of the Western Golf Association 
(and be recommended by that club), require financial assist­ 
ance in order to attend college, and have outstanding per­ 
sonal character. 


Scholarships are aw arded on a com petitive basis, taking all 
these factors into consideration. 
What are the policies of the Evans Scholars program 0 Here s 
the way they’re outlined by the Foundation: 
A. Residence on the college cam pus is required. 
B. An Evans Scholarship is an outright grant, renew able for I 
four years provided that the p rogram ’s standards are m aintained. | 
C. An Evans Scholarship covers full tuition and housing 
at the eight universities where the Evans Scholars Foundation 
maintains an “ Evans Scholars House.” These are North­ 
western. Marquette, Illinois, Wisconsin, Minnesota, Michigan, 
Michigan State and Ohio State. 
D. In other states, tuition and room-rent costs are covered at j 
the candidate's state university. 
E. E ach candidate indicates on his application his first, sec-1 
ond and third choice of college. This choice will be honored if t h a t ; 
university is in the E vans Scholars program and if the quota of j 
E vans Scholarships at that college has not been filled. 


Candidates may apply for an Evans Scholarship by ob­ 
taining a standard “Scholarship Application Form ” from of­ 
ficials of WGA member clubs, or by writing to the Western 
Golf Association at Golf, III. Additional information and in­ 
structions then are sent to the applicant. 
Applications should be subm itted to the WGA as soon as pos­ 
sible after October I of the senior y ear in high school. Prelim inary 
personal interview s will be scheduled by the Scholarship Com m it­ 
tee after Novem ber I. 


Scholarships are aw arded by the Scholarship Com m ittee at 
Selection M eetings held in late winter or early spring. E ach ap­ 
plication will be considered at a Selection M eeting on the basis 
of the candidate’s over-all record and financial need. A candidate 
m ay be invited to appear in person at a Selection Meeting. 
Those are the m echanics of the popular E vans Scholars Founda­ 
tion. It is the largest individually supported scholarship program 
in the world. 
Golf has gained distinction from this blending of athletics and 
education, a m ixture which has m ade possible a college scholar­ 
ship program hailed as the m ost worthwhile enterprise in sports 
today.

THE WHITE BASS is what you might call a wondrous fish. A 
gleaming blend of silver, gold and steel-blue tint — overlain with 
prominent lateral stripes — the white bass has the singular beauty 
of a trout, the abundance of a panfish, and the fleshiness and de­ 
tectability of the finest clear water dwellers. It is also a fish of 
considerable spunk, and is fast becoming the object of attention 
and affection of anglers north and south. 
It is a creature I didn't personally discover until May of this 
year, when my long-time neighbor — Bob Becker — and I heeded 
the call of the white bass devotees. The white bass run was on in 
Wisconsin, a phenomenom that annually attracts droves of fisher­ 
men to that state’s central waters. The fish — females first, then 
the mates — storm upstream from the lakes where they dwell 
most of the year, and spawn. The run continues for most of May, 
and sometimes part of June, and in enormous numbers. 
Bob and I, anxious to get back on the water after the in­ 
hospitable and prolonged winter, packed our gear into the car 
early one Saturday morning and motored the 168 miles to 
Eureka on Wisconsin’s Fox River. 
EUREKA, A SMALL and struggling town much of the year, 
bustles at white bass time. It's nestled on the river not far from 
where it drains into Lakes Winneconne and Paygan, and makes as 
good a jumping-off point as any for the white bass. 
Neither of us had ever fished for the white bass, but we 
learned our first lesson well. Anchoring at a bend in the swift 
river — near an inlet to the channel — we began the assult. The 
spot, it turned out. was a good one, but our initial tactics were 
all wrong. 
The white bass — which is usually taken at about a pound 
in weight — is considered a voracious feeder that will gobble 
up live bait, worms, small spinners, and a variety of other lures 
including dry flies. We tried virtually everything in our tackle 
boxes — surface and sinking — without success. Then Bob — 
who has fished long enough to know what makes sense — tried 
the formula suggested by some of the natives. 
He began fishing with minnows only, trailing on a line anchor­ 
ed by a heavy sinker that dragged the bait to the bottom. Snap! 
The first white bass clamped on, and after some frantic darting 
and tugging was hauled into the boat. It was to be the pattern for 
the two days we were on the river, with the bass particular 
enough to take only minnows, and only deep. 
IN THAT PART of Wisconsin, the sinker-hook outfit 
tached with a treble swivel — is called the Wolf River rig, after 
the channel north of Poygan and Winneconne, a river in which the 
white bass are even more prolific than in the Fox. 
In our time on the river — including fruitless time during 
several violent cloudbursts — we landed some 50 white bass and 
one errant walleye with the rig. Other bait, as mentioned before, 
is also supposed to work, especially wThen large schools of the fish 
are feeding early and late in the day. But for us, only deep 
minnows — in fast water — worked. 
The magic of the white bass — which hits and runs with zest 
— also worked. For Bob and I. when spring settles in the Fox, 
will doubtless make the pursuit of the fish an annual affair.

“ Surely this great organiza- j 
tion is not threatened by the j 
members of a regional organi­ 
zation?” Comparing the Securi­ 
ty Council’s idea of dispatch­ 
ing more UN observers to Santo 
Domingo to the wishes of a ca­ 
pricious, jealous actress, Stev­ 
enson scolded: “ Such behavior 
by ll grown men representing 
the world is positively embar­ 
rassing.” 


TOO MANY peacemakers, ob-

Few replied harshly to Stev­ 


enson although France’s dele­ 
gate Roger Seydoux 
has 
the 
temerity to suggest that enlarg­ 
ing the UN mission could en­

A LL OF W H IC H is to say that 
the Senate could lightly pass 
over routine questions of char­ 
ter change by the UN because 
nothing the UN does can—given 
a showdown—ruffle the foreign 
policy of the United States.

One only hopes the U.S. did 
not again dragoon its g o o d 
neighbors into

Dominican venture with threats 
of a slow-down in aid allot­ 
ments. The decision not to dole 
out the tinned goods to the vot­ 
ers until after election day is 
worthy of the politicking on Chi­ 
cago’s South Side by the Cook 
County machine. 


Sometimes 
we 
forget that 
Stevenson was tapped in 1948 by 
“ Cook County Democracy,” (as 
the Morrison Hotel headquarters 
styles itself,) to whitewash Dem­ 
ocratic political 
scandals 
by 
running a reformer for Gover­ 
nor. Once again, as in the past, 
the governor’s friends and crit­ 
ics must be wondering if he is 
not putting a good face on a 
sorry policy. 


IT MUST B E rough, for a 
Professional Internationalist and j 
Humanitarian to hamstring the 
Security Council by using the 
OAS. Hopefully, Stevenson join­ 
ed the Senators for that ritual 
drink toasting Congressional ap­ 
proval of routine UN charter 
changes. When the wake ends 
and the funeral begins, our Am­ 
bassador is certain to be one of 
those in deep mourning who 
will be carrying the UN’s cas­ 
ket. 
Other honorary pallbearers we 
could nominate should 
incude 
the delegates from Russia and 
France and a representative of 
Indonesia. Once the UN is out 
of the way, and the world has 
reverted to 1913, the big pow­ 
ers will enjoy clear sailing to 
rearrange the world in a man­ 
ner more suited to their tastes 
—unless some other big powers 
disagree.

Architecturally, scholastically and staff-wise, our suburban 
high schools can boast of being the finest in the country. They are 
representative of the population itself, suggesting alertness, pro­ 
gressiveness and richness as oposed to apathy, retardation or 


beggary. 
Yet the schools face a serious problem, commented one area 
school newspaper. This is the problem of a steady decline in the 
taste of the students’ appearance. 
While the great majority of 
students do retain the natural, 
wholesome look of youth, there

Polluted water is a breeding 
ground for organisms that cause 
dysentery, 
typhoid, 
infectious 
hepatitis and countless other se­ 
rious diseases. 
Whatever you do, check the 
water 
temperature 
BEFORE 
you dive in for a swim. The 
shock your body receives from 
this abrupt temperature change 
is a primary cause of cramping. 
A good rlue to remember is: 
Wade, don't swim, if the water 
temperature is lower than 60 de­ 
grees. 


SWIMMING—“Never 
exceed 
your limits” is the first rule of 
swimming safety. 
No 
matter 
how well you can swim, don’t 
swim in untried waters or for 
long distances without a part­ 
ner. 
FOOD—If you select a pork 
roast or pork chops for the 
beach 
party 
barbecue, 
make 
certain they’re thoroughly cock­ 
ed. “Pink pork” is a notorious 
carrier of a severe parasitic 
disease called trichinosis. Al­ 
so, don’t drink carbonated bev­ 
erage before going into the wa­ 
ter. The gas they put into your 
stomach, plus the chill of the 
water, are two deadly ingredi­ 
ents for cramping. 


CUTS—No matter how clean 
beaches 
are, 
there 
always 
seems to be a rusty nail, tin can 
or piece of glass just waiting for 
a foot to step on it. If this un­ 
fortunate accident happens to 
you, see your doctor immedi­ 
ately. Any cut from an unclean 
object can mean infection from 
the bacillus that causes tetanus, 
or lockjaw. To be on the safe 
side, make certain you’re im­ 
munized against tetanus before 
heading for the beach thi* dim­ 
mer

Bread BakingWeeklyTask in Stocking Kitchen

No matter the season — sunshine or snow — bread baking 
is a weekly activity in the Laurence Stocking household. 
Nan Stocking bakes bread several times a week, and even 
finds an advantage to baking in summertime as the bread rises 
faster. 
Her main purpose in this endeavor is not for the quality and 
flavor goodness of home-baked bread, but primarily for the nutri­ 
tional value. 
“ I feel that I can give my 
family nourishment in this form 
that is not available in packag­ 
ed bread,” said Mrs. Stocking. 
And considering the quantity of 
bread consumed in a household 
in one week, it is obvious how 
important bread can be to a 
proper diet. 


She 
uses 
unbleached 
flour, 
sometimes substituting a little 
soy flour, and includes such in­ 
gredients as molasses and corn­ 
meal or wheat germ or oatmeal. 


Her cornmeal bread is not dif­ 


ficult to make and is always 


successful. It calls for unbleach- 


cornmeal and a half-cup of mo- 
ed flour as well as a cup of 
lasses. The recipe makes two 
loaves, and the bread is deli­ 
cious for sandwiches, breakfast 
toast or as an accompaniment 
for meals. 


Mrs. Stocking even has an 
eye to nutrition in her cookie 
baking, and her recipes prove 
that even sweets can be nutri­ 
tious as well as delicious. 


H ER CALCIUM cookie bars 
contain a cup of dry powdered 
milk and are flavored with ma­ 
ple extract and chopped wal­ 
nuts. This versatile recipe can 
be varied by substituting vanil­ 
la flavoring for the maple and 
adding 
either 
dates, 
raisins, 
chocolate chips or coconut in 
place of the chopped nuts. 
The bars are sweet, soft and 
chewy, yet quite nourishing and 
make an appealing after-school 


snack or dessert. 
Another family favorite is for 
Date 
Crackers 
that 
can 
be 
made with either white or whole 
wheat flour. Rolled oats and two 
pounds of dates are included; 
among the ingredients. 


The batter is rolled out, cut 
into squares and baked. If roll­ 
ed 
thin, 
the 
cookies 
will 
be crispy; if they are thicker, 
they will be a little chewy.

CORNM EAL BREAD 


2 packages dry yeast 
I cup lukewarm water 
1 cup milk, scalded 
% cup shortening 
Fz cup molasses 
3 teaspoons salt 
5 to 5V2 cups unbleached or whole wheat flour 
2 eggs, beaten 
I cup cornmeal 


Dissolve the yeast in the water. 
Pour scalded milk over shortening, molasses and salt. Stir 
in two cups of the flour and eggs. If mixture is cool enough, 
add yeast and cornmeal. Then stir in enough flour to make a 
soft dough. (A half cup soy flour or wheat germ may be sub­ 
stituted for half cup of the flour.) 


Knead until satiny, about IO minutes. Let rise, covered 
with a tea towel, until double in bulk. Punch down, cover and 
let rise IO minutes. 
Shape into two loaves and place in greased bread pans. 
Cover and let rise until double in bulk. Bake 30 to 35 minutes 
et 375 degrees. 


CALCIUM COOKIE BARS 


*4 cup all-purpose flour 
Vt teaspoon baking powder 
\ a teaspoon soda 
v4 teaspoon salt 
1 cup dry powdered milk 
% cup shortening 
I 14 cups brown sugar 
2 eggs, unbeaten 
I teaspoon maple flavoring 
I cup chopped walnuts 


Sift dry ingredients together, including the dry milk. 
Cream shortening and sugar. 
Add eggs and flavoring. 
Beat in the dry ingredients and chopped nuts. 


Pat into a greased pan. 8 by ll inches. 
Bake at 350 
degrees for 20 to 25 minutes. Cut into bars while warm. 


This recipe can be varied by omitting the maple flavoring 
and chopped nuts and substituting vanilla and dates, vanilla 
and raisins, chocolate bits or coconut.

Park Merger 


Talks Important 


Discussions exploring the possibili­ 
ties of merger of Medinah, Itasca and 
Roselle park districts are most import­ 
ant to the recreational future of all three 
communities. 
The three park districts are relative­ 
ly new. Medinah’s was established by the 
voters in April, 1964. Itasca's was set up 
after a successful referendum last July. 
And Roselle’s came into being after a 
vote only last April. 
It is always difficult to get a new 
park district off the ground. The public 
has great expectations of recreation fa­ 
cilities and programs but the park dis­ 
trict must wait a year or more before 
the tax money starts to flow its way. 
Furthermore, large chunks of the 
first monies received often must go for 
land purchases, delaying still further 
the full development of recreation plans 
and programs.

Both Medinah and Itasca have claim­ 
ed some industrial areas with a good 
tax-paying potential. They have disa­ 
greed whether certain subdivisions be­ 
long with Medinah or Itasca. 
Despite these disagreements, they 
are still talking to each other about the 
possibilities of merger. This is encour­ 
aging. 
All questions have their pros and 
cons, but the pros seem to outnumber 
the cons on this question of three rela­ 
tively small park districts joining forces.

However, these 
f( ars are s< Mom bonn out by experi­ 
ence. Lake Park High School covers 
the entire Itasca-Medinah-RoseUe area 
and we have not heard complaints that 
the high school board is neglecting 
any segment of that district. 


Parks are not the same thing as a 
high school, of course, but we feel con­ 
fident that the persons who would com­ 
prise the governing board of a single 
park district would see beyond their own 
neighborhoods and consider the recre­ 
ational needs of the entire district. 


A successful merger effort would be 
significant beyond the borders of the 
district, for this problem of small sepa­ 
rate park districts exists in other sub­ 
urbs and is certain to develop in many 
growing areas. 


Individuals and groups interested in 
developing the strongest possible recre­ 
ation program for these three communi­ 
ties should let their park boards know 
they support efforts to achieve a merger.

Ibid School Firetraps 


More than a year ago Ray Page, 
state superintendent of public instruc­ 
tion. instituted a Life Safety Code for 
schools in Illinois. 


The code set forth minimum stand­ 
ards for fire safety, heating, ventilation, 
lighting and toilet facilities that must 
be complied with by public schools. 


Since the code went into effect, there 
has been much criticism of the expense 
involved in compliance. 


Many school districts have approved 
large sums for surveys. 
A Winnebago County Circuit Court 
was asked to rule the code unconstitu­ 
tional, which it did. That decision has 
been appealed, thus encouraging further 
delay. 


This spring the General Assembly 
passed and the g o v e r n o r approved 
changes in the code, exempting all school 
buildings constructed within the past IO 


years from its provisions. 
Unfortunately, despite all the effort 
and furore aroused by the Life Safety 
Code, many of the m o s t hazardous 
school buildings remain in use. They are 
in precisely the same* deplorable condi­ 
tion they were in a year and a half ago. 


Hindsight indicates that a mistake 
was made in attempting to apply a safety 
code uniformly to every public school in 
the state. A more effective approach 
would have been to give top priority to 
the most hazardous problems, while de­ 
ferring the lesser problems of the newer 
schools for second priority attention. 
It is not too late for state school author­ 
ities to put this approach into practice. 


Using the authority available to 
them in existing law, and confident of 
public support, they s h o u l d move 
promptly to wipe out the firetraps in 
which some school districts are continu­ 
ing to hold classes.

Tea Pot Intelligence 


Partisan Judges 


State Rep. Joseph Tumpaeh, Demo­ 
crat of Downers Grove, isn’t always on 
target but he scored a bullseye last week 
when he criticized judges for meddling 
in political issues before the legislature. 


Tumpaeh cited telegrams he received 
from State Supreme Court Judge Ray I. 
Klingbiel oposing a gas tax increase 
from DuPage Circuit Judges William 
Allen and William G u i l d opposing 
branch banking. 


Tumpaeh points out that many state 
legislators are lawyers, who may well 
represent clients before these judges at 
some future time. A lawyer-legislator 
doesn’t have to be too subtle to recognize 
telegrams on pending legislation from 


judges as more than the usual pressure 
from a constituent. 


When the Blue Ballot J u d i c i a l 
Amendment was being argued before the 
voters, judges stressed the benefits of 
removing the courts from politics. They 
indicated their past involvement was 
involuntary — that they were in politics 
only because they “had to be.” However, 
since the Judicial Amendment became 
law, some judges have remained as con­ 
spicuously partisan as ever. 


Judges are more than willing to be 
free of partisan competition for their 
seats on the bench. They should be 
equally willing to forego partisan activ­ 
ity on pending legislation.

But if the 
bombing was a success, how 
com e they had tim e to eat all 
the raspberry tarts? 


ONE 
POSSIBLE 
explana­ 
tion is that each man grabbed 
a fistful of raspberry tarts 
and ate them

to run while holding a cup 
of hot tea. 
The evaluation can get even 


more complicated than this. 
Suppose in addition to rasp­ 
berry tarts that scones and 
m arm alade were served with 
the tea.

“ My father, he was disabled and there was IO kids in 
the family. We had a farm, 50 acres in cotton and corn and 
beans. I had to stop in second grade to go to work helping 
out on the farm. I've always lived by odd jobs, picking and 
jostling cotton and such, but there isn’t no work anymore, 
and I got eight kids to feed.” 
Elmer Brinker. 35, of Chicago is another who is out of 
work, on relief. 
“ I came up here in 1957 because work was scarce in 
Arkansas, where I did rice harvesting. Now there's no work 
here neither. I never got beyond eighth grade; there was 
no high school for Negroes.” 
Paul Drake, 38. of McLeansboro, has been out of work 
and on relief for three years. 
“ I was one of 15 kids; I quit school in fourth grade to 
help support the family. I made a living just scratching and 
farming and saving for the winters. But I can't find a decent 
job. First thing they ask you is, How's your education?’ and 
that's what knocks you out.” 
These are the poor of Illinois—the displaced, depressed, 
and discarded rejects of the age of automation. 
They are among 150.000 unemployed whose problem is 
that of unskilled, uneducated, outdated workers for whom 
job opportunities are diminishing every day. 
There are 365,737 adults in Illinois who want to work— 
but cannot, because they are unable to read a want ad or 
a street sign, to fill out a job form or, in many cases, to 
even smn their name. 
These are the idle miners, marginal farmers, jobless 
factory workers, deserted mothers, day laborers whose tread­ 
mill search for jobs ends at a closed door of illiteracy, de­ 
pendency, poverty. In the past, Illinois could tolerate large 
numbers of undereducated workers by absorbing them in 
coal mines, packing houses, farms and factories where brawn 
rather than brains was a requisite. 
But this is the age of automation; the uneducated per­ 
son who is not poor today W IL L be poor tomorrow’. 
“You can't criticize the poor for not being self-support­ 
ing if they haven’t had an opportunity to do so,” declares 
Harold O. Swank, director of the Illinois Department of 
Public Aid. “The job of government is to see that the oppor­ 
tunity is there and then to make certain they avail them­ 
selves of it.” 
In 1963 the state legislature desperately sought an an­ 
swer to the mounting burden of public aid—relief rolls had 
swollen to a record high of 425.953 persons; welfare costs 
were soaring beyond $275 million a year; and public assis­ 
tance, once a temporary condition, was becoming a perma­ 
nent way of life as each generation inherited the habit of 
dependency from its parents. 
Thus began the great experiment of Illinois—compulsory 
education for all able-bodied men and women on relief, a 
bold new concept which has set the pace and pattern for 
the war on poverty elsewhere in the nation. 
Based upon the experience and philosophy of the na­ 
tion's first adult basic literacy program, launched in 1962 
by the Cook County Department of Public Aid and Chicago 
Board of Education, Illinois began extending the concept of 
education and training throughout the state. 
This became a cooperative effort between welfare and 
education: the agency finds the students, and the schools 
educate them. 
The immediate goal: job literacy, the competence that 


—Alexander County is educating and training 380 re­ 
liefers— 70 per cent of them men — at its adult center in 
Cairo. 
Even during this early, experimental stage, the Illinois 
effort is demonstrating its worth. For example, the program 
can train one relief recipient for $360—and save $3,504 a 
year in welfare costs. The taxpayers of Cook County alone 
have been saved more than $6 million since 1963 in this way. 
In the past three years, Illinois is the only major indus­ 
trial state which has been able to reduce relief rolls and cut 
welfare costs! 
The outlook is not all cheerful; Illinois is pioneering in 
a field where there are no guidelines, there is scant expe­ 
rience, little knowledge and research. 
The literacy program has been sharply criticized — and 
there is no disputing the fact it is plagued with problems: 
limited staff and space make it impossible to accommodate 
even h a l f of the estimated 60.000 able - bodied recipients 
in need of education and training; there is a critical shortage 
of teachers qualified to work with deprived adults; there is 
a total lack of suitable textbooks and other teaching mate­ 
rials; attendance is a major headache, especially for adults 
with child-care problems. 
But these difficulties do not negate the good things that 
are happening to the students. 


“ I lost out on my chance a long time ago,” states Jude 
Johnson, “ and I want to take advantage of my s e c o n d 
chance.” 
For Jude Johnson—and thousands of others like him— 
Illinois has begun to open the door to an independent, pro­ 
ductive life. 
Illinois now offers him the hope, the oppor­ 
tunity of a “second chance.”

W ith more than 30 per cent of its population on relief, 
Cairo and surrounding Alexander County is the most de­ 
pressed area in Illinois. One-half of all freshmen entering 
high school drop out before graduation; 40 per cent of the 
county's adults have less than an eighth grade education. 
Declares Jerry Johnson, director of adult education and 
vocational schools: "Education is the only answer to our 
problem. W e must teach people there is more to life than 
poverty."

enables a man to get and keep a job. After mastering the 
3-R's of reading, writing, and arithmetic he missed as a 
child, the recipient is placed in a special vocational train­ 
ing class to prepare him for specific, available jobs. 
There are important side benefits to the program: for 
adults, new respect for their ability to learn, new confi­ 
dence in their own capacity for independence. For the first 
time, they see possibilities of employment. They show interest 
in better personal hygiene and appearance. Most important,' 
they develop a new appreciation of the value of education to 
the future of their children. 
“This program is giving the poor a sense of themselves, 
they are beginning to see themselves,” reports Raymond II. 
Hilliard, director of Cook County’s welfare department. “This 
improved self-view they will pass on to their children, and 
their children, if not their parents, will win the war on 
poverty.” 
Thus far, Illinois has allocated nearly $3 million—three- 
fourths of it from federal grants—for the education and 
training of more than 23.000 recipients. Currently, there are 
13,000 persons enrolled in 200 classes operating in 54 coun­ 
ties. These include: 
—Cook County, first in the nation to develop compul­ 
sory basic education for deprived adults, offers night classes 
for 8.769 recipients in IO Chicago public schools and four 
suburban high schools as well as a new full-time day pro­ 
gram started this March; 
—Saline County, first in the nation to combine academic 
and vocational training in a full-time day school, has 141 
adults from a six-county area enrolled in 26 classes at its 
Continuation Center for Adult Education in Eldorado; 
—St. Clair County, first in the nation to offer adult edu­ 
cation on a full five-day class schedule, is teaching 740 wel­ 
fare recipients in both day and evening classes at the East 
St Louis Adult Education Center:
